I thank you for the articles of intelligence received and for your 
promptness in sending them. Strowbridge is the fellovjfall right. I recalled the name 
the same evening as we discussed the raetter. I will tell you what I recall andhope 
that my memory serves with greater than its usual fidelity. The article appeared in 
a fairly early issue of AJN; I will lfliok it up next time I go to the ANS. The jist 
of it was that the coins had been patterns distributed among the members of Congress, 
and that the design* was*, iKxpxxfc* modified by Hopkinson from an old Dutch emblem. 

This seems very logical since Hopkinson was so very interested in Rsk heraldry, 
and also because from the 17th century, the Dutch united provinces used an emblem 
of conjoined shields arranged in a circle. I believe Strowbridge was answering someone 
who asserted that Hopkinson had copied Dutch emblems for the various devices on tne 
Continental notes, and S. said that he did not do this, but merely adapted some of 
them. Anyway, such is my recollection, and I will confirm it when I get a ch 3 nce. 

1 rang up Mrs. Holdcamper at the National Archives, and to my joy, she 
informed me that they have a large book of some ^00 pages of ledger containing tne 
expenses and contingencies of the Congress from 1775-1784. I told her the problem 
and at^ed her please to give me the cost of microfilming the year 1776. I cannot 
gurantee that we snail find anything, but it is too important a source to be ignored. 
Crosby evidently availed himself of these records when he showed the sums paid out 
to Fckfeldt and DuBois for making the dies for the Morris patterns. One hopes that 
his silence on the year 1776 reflects his not having scanned that year, though, 
unfortunately the chances are slim. Tomorrow I shall read as much of the New York 
newspapers for 1776 as the day permits, and shortly hope to do the same in Philadelphia • 

I have received back your coins together with a report on them, and convey to you 
the results. The 1859 Indian cent is composed of pure copper, and you may thus rely 
on its being a genuine essay. The 1935 nickel, as I suspected, consists of 75$ 
copper and 25$ nickel, and can thus only be a regular five-cent piece which has become 
badly corroded. Your 1913 five-cent die trial is a great surprise. Its composition is 
95$ copper, nickel and zinc in equal parts! Have you ever'heard of such 

a tning? What would the Mint have been doing with this particular alloy? It would be 
interesting to tect oome 1913 cents and see how they compare, only I hesitate to 
trouble the Phillips people any further, as they went to great trouble at tneir own 
expense, and made me up a whole brochure, complete with graphs, regarding the various 
coins. I do hot hesitate to conclude/, however, that your piece is definitely die- 
struck, and at the Mint.

The motto, EXITO IN DUBIO EST is not on the 
New Jersey paper money until 1780 and was, of course, 
first used on the Continental currency issues of May 10, 

1775. 


The question of the source of all of the 
vignettes and mottoes on the Continental currency has not 
been solved and it will be necessary to check motto, emblem, 
and medal books of the period to determine that fact. It 
certainly was not original in America. 

In ay many lists of endeavors to be accomplished, 
one is to find the sources of these mottoes and if you could 
accomplish t' is at the A. H. 3. Library or the New York Public 
Library you would have contributed something very important. 

If you find one you will find them all, I believe. A complete 
discussion of what they meant was published in 1775 and 1776 
and ended up in Forces ’’American Archives”. I willfind 
those citations if you can locate the source book. 

You will find some data on New Jersey paper 
money in the article currently running in The Numismatist, 
on Nature Printing. 

I wish I could be more helpful and certainly 
hope you will be successful in finding this source.

Being in England, for my vacation, I took the oppor¬ 
tunity to research the matter of emblems in both the library 
at Cambridge University and the libraryaat the British Museum, 
I checked approximately 15 emblem books, including various 
editions of Camerarius and Saavedra, and did not find any of 
the additional emblems of the Continental Currency otheir than 
you had found, I did find a few relating to State currency 
emblems. 


It is entirely possible that Francis Hopkinson thought 
up the balance of the devices and did not copy them. He was a 
well educated man and submitted a claim to Congress, in 1 780, 
for having developed seven designs with mottoes for former 
emissions of Continental Currency, This means he could have 
done early ones as well as later ones. The details as to his 
claim are set forth in George B, Hastings, ’‘Life and Works of 
Francis Hopkinson", (Chicago, 1926), pp. 2UO/3» Perhaps this 
is the reason the others cannot be located in published books. 

As you noted in Camerarius, there was a complete dis¬ 
cussion as to the meaning of the symbols and this discussion 
was apparently the basis for explanations of meaning originally 
published in the Pennsylvania Gazette of September 20, 1775, 
republished in the Pennsylvania Magazine of December, 1775, 
put in an almanac for 1777, and included in Force’s American 
Archivies, Fourth Series, Volume 3, page 7U6. 

The more I think over the James Smithers matter, the 
more I realize that Smithers, being a Tory, would not have 
been employed to workon the Continental Currency. 

I think there is enough now to write up an interesting 
article and wanted to know if you want to do it with me. There

Dear Jody, 

You were very nice to give me a list of the various 
editi&ns of Camerarius and Saavedra which were in the Harvard 
index. I certainly do not want to bother you with my problem 
unless you have nothing better to do and would enjoy working 
on it. Andy insists that I give you the opportunity. 

The problem is a simple and an exciting one. It has 
never been determined where the emblems placed on the United 
States paper money came from. It has also never been deter- 
-lined where the emblems on the State paper money during the 
evolutionary War came from. I felt that they could not have 
been created by Americans and that they were probably in aom© 
book or books in America at the time of the Revolution. Ibis 
turned out to be partially true as we found 7 of them in 
Garaerarius and one of them in Saavedra. The balance have not 
been located. The exciting thing about the investigation 
is that the Camerarius which was found in Philadelphia, in a 
library started by Franklin, is Franklin*s own book and still 
has bis shelf mark. 

Francis Hopkinson claims that he created seven of these 
emblems. Whether he did or not, I do not know. 

Ihere i s a bibliography of emblem books, by Wario Praz, 
which lists a quantity of emblem books which I have not seen 
end know little about. 

There is a list of Dutch emblem books in a publication 
b, A.G.C. DeVries, published in Amsterdam, in 1899. This I 
harm cot found, but it is entirely possible that Dutch emblems 
were used. Therefore, if some of these emblem books could be 
examined, we might be able to find the source of more of them. 

Camerarius is divided into 100 Herbal, 100 Animal, 

100 Bird and Inspct, and 100 Fish and Reptile emblems. You 
therefore can check the beehive, and the trees, etc. to see if 
they could be located. I have not found any emblem book 
which has terrestrial or weather emblems. 
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I sincerely believe the designs with FUQIO and 
CONFEDERATION were oreated in America but none of the others 
were, in my opinion. 

Any emblem books which you care to look at, to see if 
the pictures or mottoes correspond to those on the paper money, 
would be most appreciated. ’ 

I am enclosing other data from my notes. 

Please feel free to mail this whole packet back to me 
if you have anything better to do.

My delay in answering your recent letter does little to indicate my 
excitement over your discovery of emblems in continental currency. Xf you are 
not looking for identical emblems, you will find the bee emblem ("Sio floret 
respublica"' —type 16) used in Alciati*s emblem "Principis dementia" (CXLVIII). 
Though Alciati uses the emblem to symbolize the role of the "king" bee, it is 
borrowed by Whitney ( Choice cf Emblemes , pp. 200-201) for an emblem in which 
he elaborates on the hive as an image of the commonwealth. You might be interested 
in looking at the early editions of Alciati reproduced in Emblematic fontes quatuoifr , 
edited by Henry Green and on microfilm at S t . Louis University. My recollection 
is that the woodcut of the emblem in the first edition is a simple one and might 
be closer to your symbol than those used in later editions. Frankly I do not 
recall seeing the other emblems.- However, Georgette de Montenay’s collection 
Emblemes, ou** devises ehrestiennes would be worth investigating for type It, for 
I know she uses the image of the world several times and her collection is a 
religious one. The University of Illinois and the Newberry both have editions 
of this collection. unidentified 

I think I can safely say that the - / synbols are not in the Giovio or Paradin 
collections, collections with emblems of a similar nature. At present the only 
collection at St. Louis University, other than the Alciati, that I would suggest 
you check is Silvester a Petra Sancta, Symbola heroica . 

I would also like to suggest that you write to Henri Stegemeier at the 
University of Illinois. Professor Stegemeier is an expert on emblems, especially 
German emblems, and he has access to many emblem books at the university. I am 
sure he would be interested in your discovery, and I suspect he would know 
immediately the sources of some of your unidentified emblems. 

Thank you for sharing your discovery with me. If you have not tracked down 
these emblems by April, perhaps I will be able to spend a few hours doing some 
research at St. Louis University on the project. I will probably be coming to 
St. Louis for an English meeting and would be delighted to do some scouting.

I don't easily give up on problems, but since last writing to you 
I have gone through about 10,000 pages of emblem, books and many many 
hours of checking collections in my own library and in the University 
Rare Book Room. I have not, apparently ana unfortunately, hit upon the 
model book(s) which contains the remainder of the devices you want to 
have identified. I have seen literally dozens of scales, bee hives, 
monuments, trees, etc., but not with the specific mottcs that accompany 
your pictures. 1 would think that these "emblems" were lifted from 
some kind of a "model" book, such as one you already list under Weigel. 
I found your harp, for instance, also in such a Weigelian model book, 
DEVISES ET EMBLEMES (Augspurg, 1695). With final exams coming up, I 
do not believe I have any more time (or books i) to pursue the problem 
further. The next step might be turning to the Newberry Library in 
Chicago. They have the largest collection of emblems in this part of 
the country. I do know the literature very well, and I have checked 


the books I know with lists of mottos, with catalogues of pictures - no¬ 
where did I come up with a single solution, although I think with luck one 
could just stumble across a collection that had been liberally culled for 
your currency emblems. Bonne chance J

I am returning herewith the sheet containing 
the emblems and notes on Continental Currency because 
I have found a new fact which may solve the problem. 

Francis Hopkinson filed a claim with the 
government, in 1780, indicating he had developed seven 
of the insignia on the Continental Currency. This claim 
was denied. It probably was denied on the basis that 
the seven emblems were not original but merely adapta¬ 
tions of existing emblems and mottos. Apparently he 
took certain designs from a book and then applied or 
reworked mottos which did not go with those designs. 

Would you state which ones of the designs you 
saw in the old emblem books and which ones of the 
mottos you saw in the old emblem books. Perhaps a new 
look at Weigels might solve the problem. I do not 
have it available. 

I am very grateful to you for indicating that 
the designs were not new but the combination of the 
designs and mottos seemed to be.

|"ANE of the most versatile figures 
^ to emerge during the colonial 
and revolutionary periods in Amei'ica 
was Francis Hopkinson. Musician, 
composer, painter, poet, essayist, 
satirist, scientist, lawyer, judge, 
politician, and merchant, Hopkinson 
may also be placed in the ranks of 
those first Americans who demon¬ 
strated an interest in the monetary 
affairs of the country. He is usually 
credited with being the first Ameri¬ 
can-born composer of secular music, 
and John Adams described him as a 
“pretty, little, curious, ingenious” 
man. His “My Days Have Been so 
Wondrous Free,” written in 1759, 
was probably the first musical com¬ 
position of a native American; Hop- 
kinson’s “Pretty Story . . publish¬ 
ed in 1774, is considered by some 
literary historians to be the first 
American novel written and printed 
in what was to become the United 
States. Some historians also credit 
him with the design of the first 
United States flag. 

Living through the transitional 
revolutionary period, Francis Hop¬ 
kinson saw America change from a 
loose collection of colonies into a 
young republic. His career linked 
the artistic, literary life to the poli¬ 
tical, economic, and cultural activ¬ 
ities of the new nation. He also 
bears the distinction of receiving the 
first diploma granted by Philadel¬ 
phia College in 1757. After his grad¬ 
uation he studied law, and in 1761 
was admitted to the Pennsylvania 
Supreme Court. Two years later, he 
was appointed collector of customs 
at Salem, New Jersey. 

In June, 1776, Hopkinson went to 
Philadelphia to represent New Jer¬ 
sey in the Continental Congress. He 


voted for and signed the Declaration 
of Independence; and that same year, 
he was appointed chairman of the 
Continental Navy Board, while also 
serving as Treasurer of Loans for 
Pennsylvania. In this last position, 
he was called upon to sign many of 
the bonds which were sold to help 
finance the Revolutionary War. One 
of these bonds bearing his signature 
may be seen in the Chase Manhattan 
Bank Collection of Moneys of the 
World. 

During the Revolutionary War, 
along with his many other duties, 
Hopkinson found time to serve as 
an effective pamphleteer and propa¬ 
gandist for the Rebel cause. With 
Thomas Paine and Benjamin Frank¬ 
lin, he was very influential in win¬ 
ning support for the Americans. 
Prior to the war, Hopkinson had pub¬ 
lished a few poems and pamphlets, 
and he put his talents to use in pro¬ 
moting pro-American sentiment. In 
1778 he wrote his friend Benjamin 
Franklin, “I have not Abilities to 
assist our righteous Cause by per¬ 
sonal Prowness and Force of Arms, 
but I have done it all the Service I 
could with my Pen—throwing in my 
Mite at times in Prose and Verse, 
serious and satirical Essays and c.” 
He used poems, parodies, pamphlets, 
letters published in the periodicals 
of the times, songs, ballads, and even 
mock advertisements. One of these 
is particularly interesting to numis¬ 
matists. After the defeat of Corn¬ 
wallis, Hopkinson prepared an “ad¬ 
vertisement,” listing for sale such 
things as “an Elegant Map of the 
British Empire in North America, 
upon a very Small Scale,” and at the 
end of the copy was a promise “to 
every purchaser to the value of five 




pounds, will be delivered gratis, one 
quire of counterfeit Continental Cur¬ 
rency.

In the period prior to the Revo¬ 
lution, Hopkinson had traveled in 
Europe and received some artistic 
training from the famous artist Ben¬ 
jamin West. He later made use of 
his talents by planning heraldic de¬ 
vices and helping to design the seals 


is no evidence to link Hopkinson 
directly to these pieces, it is known 
that Robert Morris, his friend, offer¬ 
ed the versatile American the direc¬ 
torship of the, as yet, unauthorized 
Mint. In May, 1784, Hopkinson wrote 
Thomas Jefferson, “It appears by 
your letter that Congress have again 
taken up the Idea of a Public Mint. 
I beg leave to mention to you that 
I have long had it in Contemplation 
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Twenty Shilling note of Pennsylvania, March 20, 1771, signed by Francis Hopkinson. 


of the American Philosophical Soci¬ 
ety (he was its first treasurer), and 
the seals of the state of New Jersey 
and the University of Pennsylvania. 
After signing the Declaration of 
Independence, Hopkinson was also 
called upon to design papers and 
seals for various departments of the 
new country. 

In the 1780’s several attempts 
were made to persuade the Congress 
to establish a mint. This was the 
period of the Nova Constellatio sil¬ 
ver and copper coinage. These pieces 
are usually referred to as patterns, 
along with the Immune Columbia 
and Confederate cents. While there 


to solicit the super-intendency of 
this Department should it ever be 
established. Mr. [Robert] Morris 
marked out this Station for me when 
he first formed the Idea of striking 
metal Coin for the United States. 
My Gim-crack abilities and I flatter 
myself my Integrity and Attention 
would be of Service in the Depart¬ 
ment — but my whole scheme would 
fail unless this Mint should be car¬ 
ried on in or near this City. The 
Business of the Admiralty Depart¬ 
ment takes up but little of my Time, 
and its Emoluments, (£500 per An¬ 
num) which is the whole of my in¬ 
come, you may easily suppose to be 
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insufficient for the Support and Edu¬ 
cation of so large a Family as I have 
in my Charge . . . There will be no 
Inconsistence, in my holding such a 
Department under Congress . . . You 
are the only Person to whom I have 
ever mentioned this Business, except 
Mr. Morris, who in Truth first 
brought the Object to my View.” 

In this same letter to Jefferson, 
Hopkinson also discussed the idea of 
having the new coinage minted 
abroad. “I have heard it suggested 
that Congress intended to have their 
money Coined in Europe. I can hard¬ 
ly believe this. Innumerable ai'e the 
objections. It is one of the Acts of 
sovereignty. Shall we depend upon 
another Nation for this ? Are we not 
able of ourselves? May we not in 
the Course of Events be at War with 
that Nation, and will they not have 
it in their power to play Tricks with 
our Money to the Greatest Advan¬ 
tage and c. ?” Hopkinson goes on 
with his arguments, stating, “Sudden 
changes may be necessary in the 
Coinage which cannot be effected in 
Time at so great a Distance. An im¬ 
portation may be lost at Sea . . . and 
in Time of War, there will be no pos¬ 
sibility of conducting this Business 
in this Way.” 

In May of 1784, the same month 
Hopkinson had written to Jefferson, 
a letter was sent to James Monroe in 
support of the attempt to win the 
Mint position. Francis Hopkinson, 
Jefferson wrote, “is a man of genius, 
gentility and great merit, and at the 
same time poor and the father of a 
numerous family. He holds a little 
office here, more reputable than 
profitable, for he can but barely live. 
He is as capable of the office [Direc¬ 
tor of the Mint] as any man I know, 
and the appointment would give gen¬ 
eral pleasure, because he is generally 
esteemed.” 

Two years later, in 1786, Jefferson 
wrote from Paris to inquire if Hop¬ 


kinson had received the appoint¬ 
ment: “Have they connected you 
with our Mint? My friend Monroe 
promised me he would take care of 
you in that. Or perhaps the estab¬ 
lishment of that at New York may 
have been incompatible with your 
residence at Philadelphia.” Jefferson 
then went on to describe to Hopkin¬ 
son a new “method of coining the 
French Ecu of 6. livres so as to 
strike both faces and the edge at one 
stroke, and makes a coin as beautiful 
as a medal. No country has ever yet 
produced such a coin. They are made 
cheaper too. As yet [the inventor] 
has only made a few to shew the 
perfection of his manner. I am en¬ 
deavoring to procure one to send to 
Congress as a model for their coin¬ 
age. They will consider whether, in 
establishing a new mint, it will not 
be worth while to buy his machines, 
if he will furnish them.” 

As most numismatists are aware, 
the resolution authorizing the estab¬ 
lishment of a mint was not passed 
by Congress until March, 1791. 
Ironically, Francis Hopkinson, the 
man of so many talents and interests, 
died on May 9, 1791.

The Board beg leave further to observe that they should not have 
thought themselves authorized to allow the said account, had the Treas¬ 
urer of Loans produced vouchers of his having been employed about 
the several matters he charged for. 

I 6 .' Because it is within the knowledge of one of the Members of 
the Board, that with respect to the charges of the works incidental 
to the Treasuxy, the said Francis Hopkinson was not the only person 
consulted on those exhibitions of Fancy, and therefore cannot claim 
the sole merit of them and not entitled in this respect to the full 
sum charged. 

2? Because the Boara are of opinion the public is entitled to those 
little assistances given by Gentlemen who enjoy a very considerable 
salary under Congress without Fee or further reward: and lastly 
because it appears to the Board by a relation of a conversation that 
passed between the said Treasurer of Loans and one of the Members 
of the Board just after the said Treasurer had wrote to the Admiralty 
the letter N° 1 that he viewed the success of his application for the

He apparently ended up in debtor's prison 

in New York after he had done work in engraving cuts for the 

Continental Currency. The Young brothers got him out in order

No other members appearing, the gentlemen present 
could not proceed to business as a Congress for want of a 
sufficient number, but Captain Wool having arrived this morn¬ 
ing and being attending with certain prisoners apprehended 
on Long island and brought here by order of the late Pro¬ 
vincial Congress, the gentlemen present had Captain Wool 
and Isaac Ketchum severally brought in and examined in 
their presence, before Mr. Alderman Brasher, and the exa¬ 
minations of Captain Wool and Isaac Ketchum respectively 
hereinafter follow, viz : 

°f New-York, ss. Jeremiah Wool of the city 
of New-York being duly sworn on the Holy Evangelists, 
deposeth and saith : that he landed on Nassau island about 
mne or ten o’clock in the evening, last Saturday evening, 
and called on Thomas Weeks, Esqr. at Huntington, who 
was very ready and willing on the order from Congress, to 
give his assistance in apprehending the persons therein 
named ; that he then sent for the men under his command 
and they arrived there about two o’clock last Sunday morn¬ 
ing , that several of the committee were then collected 
who gave the deponent a guide to go with himself, and two 
guiues to go with a parly of his men to Isaac Ketchurn’s 
nouse; that he proceeded with one party and a guide to Isaac 


Young’s house and arrived there about the dawning of the 
day ; that having set guards around the house and knocked 
at the door, Isaac Young came to the door and opened it; 
that he, the deponent, immediately entered ; that Isaac 
Young appeared much surprised ; that the deponent told 
him he had business with him at Huntington and desired 
him to make himself ready, and desired him to be silent and 
not make any alarm ; that after Isaac Young had dressed 
himself he proceeded with some of his men to search the 
house; that they then proceeded to an apartment of Israel 
Young and searched that; that in that house they proceed¬ 
ed to a room in which they were informed Henry Daw- 
kings usually lodged, and found under the bed in which he 
was informed Dawkins had lodged, a few engravers’ tools ; 
that at the head of one of the beds in that room one of 
his sergeants discovered a crack or opening in the wall 
which they suspected to be a door; that on removing the 
bed and other furniture necessary, with a bayonet put into 
the crevice, they opened a small door within which was a 
narrow stairs; that Isaac Youngs who was present appeared 
to be in terror and trembled ; that the deponent sent his ser¬ 
geant and another man up the stairs who called to him, that 
there was a printing press ; that having called up some 
more men to take charge of Isaac Young, he, the depo¬ 
nent, proceeded up the stairs into a very concealed garret 
with one small window, and there found a rolling press; 
that the first paper he picked up was a paper which he 
now produced, appearing to be a copper plated imperfect 
copy of a bill of Connecticut money of forty shillings ; 
that he found no white man in the house or any apartment 
of it but Isaac Young ; that he sent one man ana a guide 
at some miles distance to search for Dawkins, and also 
sent, to search for Henderson but without success ; that in 
a basin of water near the press were a number of papers 
cut to the size of the bill he found under the press or there¬ 
abouts ; that he then had the press with every utensil 
thereof taken down, and brought down stairs ; that he 
found in a chest in that house, which the wife of Israel 
Young said belonged to Henry Dawkins, a great num¬ 
ber of engravers’ tools and a number of plates all which 
with the said chest he has brought with him ; that 
on searching in Israel Young’s department in a drawer 
of a chest of drawers, he found a copper plate com- 
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pletely engraved for the impressing of two dollar bills; and 
on the plate a bill appearing to be a two dollar bill of Con- 
tincntal money, which plate and bill he now produces ; 
and the bilHs numbered 45,234, signed with the names of 
A. Morris, Junr. and Fred. Kuhl, and dated February 17th, 
1776. That out of a desk he took a parcel of strips of 
paper, now produced, which Israel Young’s wife said she 
behoved were cut oil bills of Contin ental mon ey . That 
in Israel Young’s apartment inli large chest or something 
of that kind, large and deep, he found four bills, appear¬ 
ing to be bills of credit oi Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
each of the denomination of forty-two shillings of the Co¬ 
lony of the Massachusetts Bay, dated Decmr. 7th, 1775 
completely plated, but not signed or numbered. That in 
Israel Young’s apartment he found a parcel of paper, on 
some part of which he observed a number of names, wrote 
in different hands, which he has brought with him ; and 
that four vials of different kinds of ink were found in that 
part of the house where the rolling press was, which ink 
he has left in the hands of an inhabitant of Huntington. 
That the ink for the plates is in Dawkins’ chest. That in 
Isaac Young’s apartment, one of his men took a bill, ap¬ 
pearing to be a Continental dollar bill, off a shelf, which 
lie now produces. That before he left Young’s, he was 
informed that Isaac Ketchum was taken ; that he ordered 
him to be brought to Youngs’s. That he put the press, 
and chest, and other matters he had seized on a wagon, and 
proceeded with them and the prisoners he had taken to 
Williams’s tavern, where Mr. Weeks and some of the 
committee who were sent for came and attended. That 
from thence they despatched two parties, who found and 
took John Henderson and Henry Dawkins, and brought 
them there. That after he had talked some time with 
Dawkins, he told the deponent the whole truth should 
come out; and having got pen, ink and paper, he wrote 
and signed of his own accord, a declaration, which he de¬ 
livered to the deponent, and is now produced, and is in 
the words following, to wit: 

“ * The back of the Connecticut 40s. bill and front of 
do, have had some impressions taken off. One back and 
front of the forty-two shillings Massachusetts, none but 
one proof taken off to my knowledge ; one back and front 
of the thirty dollar bill, never proved to my knowledge ; 
one front of the two dollar bill just begun with, was on 
the plate taken'off with blue letters, the borders partly 
done, the inside letters not touched, and will wipe off if 
put to the fire. 

‘“HENRY DAWKINS.’” 

“ That the deponent did not speak to the said Henry Daw¬ 
kins while he was writing the said confession or memo¬ 
randum, but the said Henry Dawkins wrote and subscrib¬ 
ed the same in the presence of Henry Brasher, his lieu¬ 
tenant, and the deponent. That the said Henry Dawkins 
also delivered to him, the deponent, a small paper con¬ 
taining the names of Israel Youngs, Isaac Youngs, Town¬ 
send Hulet and Isaac Ketchum, and told the deponent 
they were concerned in this business. That said Daw¬ 
kins told him that Israel Youngs was principally concern¬ 
ed, and frequently applied to him on the subject of mak¬ 
ing and counterfeiting paper money or bills of credit, and 
when he was in jail at New-York formerly, had offered to 
take him out and procure his discharge, if he would come 
up to his house and engage in that business. That Hen¬ 
ry Dawkins informed him that Woohaupter had made the 
rolling press, and that Israel Youngsbroughtit up tohishouse 
secreted and put up in a box. That he the said Dawkins 
had recommended Woolhaupter to Israel Youngs as a pro¬ 
per person to make such press, and that Israel Youngs 
procured the press for the purpose of making money. 
That the deponent found in the possession of Isaac Ketchum 
a sum of money, consisting of gold, silver and paper mo¬ 
ney of different denominations, which he now produces, 
amounting according to the deponent’s computation, to the 


sum of thirty pounds, fourteen shillings, New-York mo¬ 
ney. That Isaac Ketchum told the deponent that he was em¬ 
ployed in this business to get paper; that he had not been 
concerned in making the money, but that he was taken 
into the business to provide them with paper, and that he 
had been out on that business, but that he could inform 
the Congress of something that was very important to 
them. That a blank copper plate now produced by the 
deponent he received of Henry Brasher, his lieutenant, 
who informed the deponent that he took it off a desk in 
Israel Young’s house.

Isaac Ketchum, of Huntington, 
Suffolk county, Nassau island, being examined saith; that 
Henry Dawkins has been at Cold Spring, and in the neigh¬ 
borhood thereof, for about two mouths ; that he was there 
some time before he, this examinant, knew his, Dawkins’, 
name ; that he, the examinant, was informed by Israel 
Youngs that Rivington, the printer, and the said Youngs, 
had had some discourse about counterfeiting the Continen¬ 
tal money ; that Youngs hinted to this examinant that Daw- 
kins and he had agr eed to counterfeit paper currency, tor 

he supposed it would be done by the tones, and they might 

as well do it as others; that Israel Youngs asked this exami- 

-TrSnt if he would try to get some paper for that purpose at 
Philadelphia, where he, the examinant, was then going, 
and had talked of going for some time; that this exami¬ 
nant asked Youngs whether he thought they were able to 
make paper money; that Youngs answered they had a 
press making in New-Y r ork, which was not yet finished; 
that the examinant then asked how he applied for the press, 
he answered that Dawkins had wrote a letter to a man in 
New-York in the name of one Cox, with directions how he 
would have it made, to be different from the one he had 
from him some time before, and more substantial; that this 
examinant believes Youngs carried the letter; that he had 
not got the press yet, but was promised to have it soon. 
This examinant further saith ; that he did not go to Phila¬ 
delphia ’till about the 19th of April, and returned in about 
ten or twelve days ; that he went to carry a couple of 
horses to sell at Fhiladelphia, and to collect some money 
which was owing to him there; that he did not purchase 
or make any inquiry about paper at any paper mill, but 
that he asked a man if he knew where such paper as the 
Continental money was made of was to be had; that the 
man answered he did, but that the maker of it was sworn 
and therefore would not make any of it for him. This ex¬ 
aminant being asked who the man was, of whom he made 
this inquiry, relative to the paper, refused to mention his 
name, as he believed him to be a worthy honest Dutchman. 
The examinant being further asked whether the Dutch¬ 
man knew the use that was intended to be made of the pa¬ 
per, answered he believed he did ; that he smiled ; that the 
examinant told him he did not want it for his own use, up¬ 
on which the man replied, ‘ I suppose it is for some of 
your Yankees ;’ that the examinant, on his return home, 
informed Youngs that he had not been able to procure any 
paper for him. This examinant being asked whether he 
has seen any of the bills, answered that he had not, ex¬ 
cepting one Connecticut bill, and that only the back of it, 
struck upon common paper. This examinant further saith ; 
that one Levi Lott, at Brunswick landing, had been employed 
by Youngs for the purpose of procuring paper, before this 
examinant was employed ; that he was directed by Youngs 
to call on the said Lott and inquire whether he had pro¬ 
cured any paper ; that Lol informed this examinant that he 
had been down to Spotswood at a paper mill, but had not 
applied for any paper, as there seemed to be little encou¬ 
ragement there, as he imagined there was no isinglass or 
suitable rags to be had there ; that he, Lott, had promised 
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Youngs to go to Pennsylvania, but waited for an answer or 
letter from Youngs; that he, the said Lot, did not make 
his business known to any person at the paper mill, at 
Soots wood, as he informed this examinant. This exami¬ 
nant being asked what reply Youngs made to him on his 
returning from Philadelphia, and informing him that lie had 
r.Jt been able to procure him any paper, saith, that Youngs 
-cplied that he believed then he would not be able to go on, 
* n j l) a wkins would lose his labor. This examinant fur- 
r.cr said); dial he frequently spoke to Youngs and told 
him it would not do for him to make such money ; that 
Youn"s answered him ‘ he did not intend to pass it him¬ 
self,’but intimated that some one on the frontiers of Vir¬ 
ginia or Susquehanna would take it of him and give some- 
ii.inn in exchange for it.

In the Congress Chamber of the City Hall of New- 
York, the following gentlemen met pursuant to their ad¬ 
journment and agreement of this morning, vizt:

No other members appearing, the gentlemen present 
could not proceed to business as a Congress : But prison¬ 
ers brought from Nassau island, by Captn. Wool, were 
separately brought in and examined, in the presence of Mr. 
Alderman Brasher; and the examinations of Thomas Hen¬ 
derson, Henry Dawkins and /Isaac Youngs respectively 
follow, vizt: 

^ “ City of New-York, ss. Thomas Henderson, of Cold 
Spring, in the township of Huntington, in Suffolk county, 
cooper, being duly sworn on the Holy Evangelists, de- 
posetli and saith, that he knows Charles Friend, and has 
known him since some time last summer ; that he knows a 
person who is commonly called and known bv the name of 
Henry Dawkins ; that said Dawkins has for several weeks 
past resided at the house of Israel Youngs, in Huntington ; 
that Dawkins said yesterday, in the deponent’s presence, 
that he had been there upwards of eight weeks ; that some 
112 
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weeks ago he saw the said Dawkins grinding some tools, 
which he then took to be engravers’ tools; that soon after 
Dawkins came up to Cold Spring he told the deponent that 
he was an engraver and a silversmith ; that there has been a 
suspicion in that neighbourhood that Dawkins and the 
Youngs were counterfeiting money ; that he, the deponent, 
some lime ago, informed Charles Friend that Henry Daw¬ 
kins, a countryman of his, was in the neighbourhood at 
Israel Youngs ; that Friend asked what he was doing there ; 
that he the deponent said he supposed living on his°money 
which the Provincial Congress p aid him for cutt ing plates ; 

Dial Friend said then that he was on some, such business now] 

and that he would have it out of him ; that he the depo^ 
nent told Friend he had the same suspicion ; that he far¬ 
ther told Friend that no person was permitted to go into 
Dawkins’ chamber, and that Israel Youngs himself split 
the wood for fire, and carried it up himself; that Friend 
went to see Dawkins.” 

“ City of New-York, ss. Henry Dawkins late of the 
city of New-York, at present of Cold Spring, in Hun¬ 
tington, engraver, being examined, says, that he left New- 
York nine weeks ago this day ; that Israel Youngs had 
frequently before that applied to him to undertake to cut 
plates to make such bills as those issued by the Provincia l 

Congress ; that he, this examinant, would not undertake to 

make him such, because he had been sworn not to cut any 
o ther such; that the said Israel Youngs frequently cam e 

1<Tsee the examinant in JNew-York jail, a nd came to se e 

hirTrwhile he, the examinant, was cutting those very plates; 
thfrt-aftcr he, ihe examinant, was out of jail some”weeks, 
Israel Youngs came to the examinant, and lent him some 
money to pay his shop rent, and took him, the examinant, 
up to the said Youngs’ house in Youngs’ sloop, together 
with his, the examinant’s, little son ; that Israel Youngs had 
several times both before and after he, the examinant, came 
out of jail applied to him to cut plates to print Provincial 
bills of credit; that after he, the examinant, had been a 
day or two at Cold Spring, the said Israel Youngs showed 
him a large bundle of money and look out of it a Connec¬ 
ticut bill of 40s. and asked if he, the examinant, could 
imitate that for him, and requested him to do it immediately, 
and told the examinant that he, the said Israel, was about 
to pay a large sum of money, and wanted it done imme¬ 
diately, that he might pay it away as the examinant then 
understood ; that the said Israel Youngs told the examinant 
that he would reward him generously, and that he should 
never want; that the said Israel Youngs came to New- 
York for a press, but having got a book-binder’s press, 
which would not suit the purpose, he, the examinant, di¬ 
rected him to Woolhaupter, to make a proper press ; that 
in the mean time the said Israel Youngs was so impatient 
that at his solicitation, he, the examinant, rubbed and made 
about a dozen of copies with a burnisher ; that he believes 
the bills were signed by Israel Youngs; that he, the 
examinant, saw Israel Youngs sign three or four of those 
tubbed off with the burnisher; that the said Israel, af¬ 
terwards desired him, the examinant, to rub off some others 
in the. same method ; that he the examinant refused, as it 
injured the plate ; that after the rolling press was brought 
to Israel Youngs’ house and put up, he, the examinant, 
pressed off seven other bills in Israel Youngs’ presence, and 
showed him how to press the bills, and make them ; that 
any others that have been pressed and made, were made 
by Israel Youngs, or some of the others concerned; that 
by the handles of the press being very black, he judged at 
several different times that they had been at work ; that it 
is about four weeks since the press was brought there; 
that Isaac Youngs and Townsliend Hulet, were concerned 
in this business; that Isaac Youngs frequently came and 
staid with him hours at a time, and Townshend Hulet was 
frequently there, and used to sleep in the room with him ; 
that some time ago, to wit, about a month ago, as he 
thinks, Israel Youngs came from New-York, and when he 
returned home, brought with him a newspaper printed by 
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Hugh Gaine, mentioning the difference between certain 
counterfeited Connecticut bills and the true bills, and got 
him, the examinant, to alter and amend the plate he had 
cut, to correct the differences or faults pointed out in that 
newspaper ; that he, the examinant, did correct and amend 
the plate accordingly ; that the counterfeit Connecticut bills 
described in that newspaper, were those which had been 
struck off, or printed on, the said plate, cut by him, the 
examinant; that soon after the rolling press before men¬ 
tioned was set up, that he then pressed the seven bills before 
mentioned, and found that he had corrected the faults men¬ 
tioned in that newspaper; that Israel Youngs told him when 
he gave him the newspaper, that the bills were suspected ; 
that he made no other plates for Connecticut money than 
the two plates for the 40s. bills ; that after the examinant 
had completed the plate above mentioned, Israel Youngs 
applied to him to make two plates to print thirty dollar 
bills, Continental money ; that he, the^ examinant^ also 
completed those two plates; that Israel Youngs to.d this 
examinant that Isaac Ketchum was to go to 1 hiladelphia 
to procure paper for the purpose of printing thirty dollar 
bills ; that he, this examinant, docs not know whether Isaac 
Ketchum succeeded, or brought such paper with him from 
Philadelphia or not ; that Israel Youngs next applied to 
him to cut plates to print bills of Massachusetts money of 
the denomination of lorty-lwo shillings, lawful money each ; 
that he, this examinant, did engrave for him, the said Israel 
Youngs, two plates for making those bills of 425. lawful; 
that he never saw but one impression of the last mentioned 
bills struck or printed, after which, he, this examinant, cor¬ 
rected the plate for the front of the bill. The examinant 
being shown four copies of such bills, says they have 
been made with the plates which he, the examinant cut; 
that the said Israel Youngs when the last menlioned plates 
were finished, took all the six plates which were finished 
and put them away together; that sometimes the said 
Israel Youngs used to put the said plates in a large deep 
chest in his parlour, and sometimes in his desk ; that he, 
the examinant, has at some times seen him put the plates 
in his pocket, and go up stairs towards the rolling press. 

“That the said Israel Youngs afterwards applied to the 
examinant to cut plates for a two dollar bill, and gave him 
a sample or bill; that he, the examinant had proceeded to 
cut a part of the plate for the front of the bill. The said 
last mentioned plate being produced to him, he says that 
is the plate which he had begun to engrave ; that when 
Israel Youngs left home to come to New-York, about six 
or seven days ago, he locked up the plate in his chest of 
drawers; that Israel Youngs about a month ago told the 
deponent that Thomas Henderson had intimated to him 
that he, the said Henderson, knew what they were about, 
and seemed to suspect that he, the examinant, must have 
dropped some words that had given Henderson cause of 
suspicion or some knowledge of the affair. That the said 
rolling press was fixed and set up in the garret, with a 
small window in it. which garret had not a floor, but that 
boards were laid there to support the press ; that it was a 
low garret, in which a person could not stand upright; 
that the passage to that garret was a small door out of the 
room in which the examinant lodged into a passage up or 
place where a small stairs was made ; that the said 
small door was placed in a wall where a bed stood before 
it; and that he, the examinant, did not know of the said 
small door, stairs or garret, until the said Israel Youngs 
asked him to go up there to put the rolling press together, 
which was then up in the garret. That the bills which 
Israel Youngs signed he subscribed three names to them, 
to wit, the same names which were signed to the bill 
from which the plates were engraved ; that he, the exami¬ 
nant, was importuned by both Israel and Isaac Your.gs to 
sign or subscribe the names to the counterfeited Connecticut 
bills; that through their importunities he attempted to sign 
one bill, but that that bill was destroyed; that Isaac 
Ketchum went to Philadelphia to get paper, as Israel 


Youngs informed the examinant, and that they expected 
the paper.

Isaac Youngs, of Cold 
Spring, in the township of Huntington, on Nassau island, 
being examined says : that Henry Dawkins has resided in 
Israel Youngs’ house, which is under one roof with his, 
the examinant’s house, for several weeks past; that he 
did not know that Henry Dawkins was engraving plates to 
print money ; that he did not know that a rolling press was 
in Israel Youngs’ garret until after Captain Wool came 
there last Sunday morning; that he once saw Henry 
Dawkins rubbing a copper plate, but did not know what it 
was for ; that he did suspect that Dawkins was cutting 
plates to make money, but never informed himself, nor 
ever attempted to inform himself; that his brother-in-law, 
Townshend Hulet, did sometimes sleep in the room with 
Dawkins ; that he does not know' where Townshend Hu¬ 
let is ; that the said Hulqt does not stay much at home of 
late ; that Isaac Ketchum has not frequented his brother’s 
house more of late than formerly ; that he did imagine that 
Henry Dawkins was making money, and spoke to his bro¬ 
ther about it; that Israel Youngs said he never would pass 
any of it. Isaac Youngs farther says that he did not de¬ 
ny to Capt. Wool that there was any door or passage up 
to the garret where the press was found ; that he did in¬ 
form him that there was a door and showed it to him ; that 
Henry Dawkins informed the examinant that he could 
make a plate so exactly that it would not vary from the 
Congress bills, orwords to that effect; that he, the examinant, 
informed Israel Youngs of it, and told him that he, this ex¬ 
aminant, thought it was a sin to pass such money, if it 
should not be found out, and that he would not have any 
hand in it; that the said Israel Youngs said he would not 
pass anv of it.

Mr. Alderman Brasher being much indisposed, Mr. Al¬ 
derman Waddell, on request, attended, and Israel Youngs 
was examined before Mr. Alderman Waddell, and his ex¬ 
amination, by him subscribed in the presence of Mr. Wad¬ 
dell, is as follows : 

“ City of New-York, ss. Israel Youngs, of Cold Spring, 
in the township of Huntington, in Suffolk county, being 
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examined says, that he never applied to any person to cut 
an y plates for him to print or impress money ; that Henry 
Dawkins lodged in his chamber when at his iiouse. That 
he does not know that Dawkins cut any plates while he 
v;as there. That he took Dawkins to his house at Daw¬ 
kins’ request. That he visited Dawkins a few limes while 
i,c was in New-York jail; that lie never lent any money 
lo Dawkins. That he first knew Dawkins in New- 
York jail. That he never applied to Dawkins for any work 
but to cut a seal. That he took up a rolling press from a 
r )C rson named Woolhaupter, as he thinks, to his house at 
Dawkins’ request; that the letter to procure the rolling 
press Dawkins gave him ; that when it was opened by 
Woolhaupter, it was wrote in the name of one Cox, to 
the best of his remembrance ; that he, the examinant, then 
had some suspicion that Dawkins was about to print some 
tiling which he ought not; that Townshend Hulet when 
at his house used to sleep in the same room with Dawkins ; 
that his wife usually carries the keys of a large blue chest 
in his house ; that he knows nothing of a two dollar bill or 
any plate taken out of a chest of drawers in his house ; 
that Dawkins mentioned to him that money might be struck 
if paper could be got; that he told Dawkins it was most 
probable that if to be got it must be in Pennsylvania, and 
that Isaac Ketchum was going there and would be as like¬ 
ly as any person to get it, or words to that effect; that he, 
the examinant, spoke to Isaac Ketchum about paper, and 
told him what Dawkins said ; that Ketchum said he did 
not think it could be procured ; that he spoke lo Levi Lott, 
at Rariton, and informed him that a person had told him 
money could be made, and inquired of him whether paper 
couid be obtained ; that Lott told him he thought paper 
could not be obtained ; that he saw Lott at his neighbour’s 
house ; that he applied to Lott about paper because he had 
heard that his brother had a paper mill ; that lie purchased 
some sheets of large paper in New-York, and a parcel of 
colours, of one Duyckinck, for Dawkins to make a draft 
for him, the examinant; that Isaac Ketchum, since his re¬ 
turn from Philadelphia, desired him to tell Dawkins that 
he thought the paper he wanted could not be got; that he 
docs not recollect to have ever seen Henry Dawkins sign or 
attempt to sign a bill, or counterfeited bill of Connecticut 
money; that his only motive or inducement to inquire 
about paper, was to oblige Dawkins who lived at his house; 
that the only subject on which he, this examinant, was to 
have wrote to Levy Lott, was on account of some wheat, 
and that he never wrote the letter ; that he does [not] 
know that he sent any message to Levi Lott by Isaac 
Ketchum; that it was only about wheat, if he sent 
any message ; that he lias a Connecticut bill, which he 
supposes to be a counterfeit; that it is in his pocket book; 
that he shewed it to a boatman and some butchers ; that 
lie was looking over his money when he discovered it; 
that he did not ever offer to pay it away ; that he has another 
bill at home, which was refused some time ago, as bad, be¬ 
cause it looked greasy and dirty ; that the last mentioned 
xvas a 40s. Connecticut bill; that he has never seen any 
Massachusetts bill unsigned ; that he once went up to his 
chamber and there saw a Connecticut bill unsigned, on one 
of the beds; that it appeared to be a 40s. bill; that he 
docs not know how it came there ; that he left the bill 
there, and never inquired about it; that he did not suspect 
that Dawkins had made any of any other sort; that the 
rolling press was set in the garret as being the most 
.convenient place for it.

Mr. Alderman Waddell attended agreeable to request 
of the gentlemen present in the morning. 

James Parsons, of the city of New-York, merchant, by 
request, attended and produced a pocket book of Israel 
Youngs’, sealed up with different seals, impressed by the 
seal of the said Israel Youngs. The said Israel Youngs 
being brought in, and the said pocket book shewn to him, 
declared that he was satisfied that it had not been opened 
since he sealed it. It was then opened in his presence, 
and the money therein contained counted in his presence 
and put up in lists. Out of that book, in presence of the 
said Israel Youngs, was retained two bills of 42s. Massa¬ 
chusetts ; one of them much blued. Also two bills of 
Connecticut, 40s. each ; one of them the said Israel 
Youngs says he supposes to be bad ; that he discovered it 
lately ; received it, as lie supposes, from some person from 
the eastward. These bills were retained by Mr. McKes¬ 
son, by order of the gentlemen present. All these trans¬ 
actions were in the presence of Alderman Waddell. 

Isaac Ketcham sent in a request that he might be asain 
heard, he was brought in, and his farther declaration taken 
in the presence of Mr. Waddell, at the end of his former 
examinations herein before contained. 

Henry Dawkins sent in a request to the Council, that he 
might be again called before them and examined. He was 
accordingly brought in and examined before Mr. Alderman 
Waddell, and his examination by him subscribed, hereafter 
follows, to wit: 

“ City of New-York, ss. Henry Dawkins, late of the 
city of New-York, engraver, being examined in the pre¬ 
sence of William Waddell, Esqr. alderman of the north 
ward of the said city, and one of the justices of the peace for

with a burnisher by the hardness of the paper and its 
smoothness, and from the light colour of the bunches of 
grapes, which was afterward corrected in the plate.

LIFE AND WORKS OF FRANCIS HOPKINSON 



and from 1840 to 1848. The seal of the College of Philadel* 
phia, or a modification of it, was used from 1812 to 1840, 
and again from 1848 to 1899, when the present seal was 
adopted. 1 

The story of Hopkinson’s “Orrery Seal” is introduced 
here because of its connection with what is to follow. In 
the summer of 1917 the author of this work discovered in 
the Library of Congress some unpublished correspondence 
between Francis Hopkinson and the Continental Congress 
which throws light on a problem that so far has baffled his¬ 
torians, though it has inspired pseudo-historians to the pro¬ 
duction of much sentimental fiction. 

On May 25, 1780, Hopkinson sent to the Board of 
Admiralty, acting under Congress, the following letter: 
Gentlemen: 

It is with great Pleasure that I understand that my last Device 
of a Seal for the Board of Admiralty has met with your Honours’ Ap¬ 
probation. I have with great Readiness, upon several Occasions exerted 
my small Abilities in this Way for the public Service; &, as I flatter my¬ 
self, to the Satisfaction of those I wish’d to please, viz 4 
The Flag of the United States of America 
7 Devices for the Continental Currency 
A Seal for the Board of Treasury 
Ornaments, Devices & Checks for the new 
Bills of Exchange in Spain & Holland 
A Seal for the Ship Papers of the United States 
A Seal for the Board of Admiralty 
The Borders, Ornaments & Checks for the new 
Continental Currency now in the Press,—a 
Work of considerable Length 
A Great Seal for the United States of America, 
with a Reverse.— 

_ 1 Provost Emeritus Edgar F. Smith told me in 1923 that Hopkinson was the 
designer of one of the university seals. Mr. Edward M. Mumford, secretary of 
the university, secured for me from the minutes of the Board of Trustees the 
information given above.

On May 26 John Brown, the secretary of the Board of 
Admiralty, sent Hopkinson’s letter to the President of 
Congress, with this self-explanatory note: “I am ordered 
to enclose to your Excellency a letter addressed to the 
Board by Francis Hopkinson Esquire which the Board re¬ 
quest may be laid before Congress.” 2 In Congress, accord¬ 
ing to indorsements on the back of Brown’s note, Hopkin¬ 
son’s letter was read and referred to the Board of Treasury, 
who on June 5 directed that he “state his account and leave 
it with the Auditor.” 

Hopkinson lost no time in following these instructions, 
for on June 6 he presented to Congress this interesting bill:

On receiving Hopkinson’s itemized bill Congress at 
once referred it to James Milligan, the auditor-general, who 
on the same day registered it in his office records 2 and 
forwarded it to the Commissioners of the Chamber of Ac¬ 
counts. Six days later, on June 12, they returned it to him 
with this statement: 

The Commissioners Report 

That they have examined the Account of Francis Hopkinson, 
Esq r , for sundry Devices, Drawings, Mottos & c a for Public Use, 
amounting to Seven thousand two hundred Dollars 3 and are of the 
Opinion that the Charge is reasonable and ought to be paid. 4 
On June 13, the Auditor-General sent the papers to the 
Board of Treasury, with this report of his own: 

I do certify to the Commissioners of the Board of Treasury that I 
have Examined the Nature of the Account of Francis Hopkinson Esq r 
mentioned in the within Report of the Commissioners of the Chamber 
of Accounts dated the 12 th inst. and have passed the same and now 
present it for allowance. 5

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To close his account Hopkinson now had nothing to 
do but to collect from the Board of Treasury the twenty- 
seven hundred pounds called for in his bill. In attempting 
to do this, however, he met with difficulties, for 

The Board taking notice that the said Commissioners in the case 
had neglected to require Vouchers to support the charges conformable 
to the Ordinance of the 30 th of July, 1779, remanded the said account 
on the 24^ of June to the Auditor General to be reconsidered, and with 
it sent another account N° 4 & 5 which the said Treasurer of Loans 
desired by his letter N° 6 to be substituted in the room of the afore¬ 
said account. 1

On July 1 the Auditor-General sent all the correspondence 
back to the Board of Treasury, a^ter writing the following 
note below the report of the Commissioners of Accounts: 
“As the within Report appears to be respecting form only, 
I beg leave to submit it entirely to the consideration of the 
Commissioners of the Board of Treasury.” 

On August 4, according to another memorandum on 
this same document, the Board of Treasury started Hop¬ 
kinson’s account on another round of the department, by 
referring it back to the Auditor-General, “with special in¬ 
structions.” He once more passed it on to the Commis¬ 
sioners of Accounts, who on August 7 reported: 

That by an Order of the Board of Treasury of the 4 th , Inst: they 
have revised and examined the account of Francis Hopkinson, and find 
there is due to him for his Services as p r Account and their report of 
the 12 th , and 29 th June, the sum of Seven thousand Two hundred 
Dollars. 2 

From the Chamber of Accounts the correspondence went 
back to the Auditor-General, who on the same day re¬ 
turned the account to the Board of Treasury, after adding 
this report: 

1 do certify to the Commissioners of the Board of Treasury that I 
have Reexamined the Nature of the Account of Francis Hopkinson Esq r 
mentioned in the within Report of the Commissioners of the Chamber 
of Accounts dated this day and have passed the same and present it for 
allowance. 

By this time the Board of Treasury had apparently ex¬ 
hausted their ingenuity in devising pretexts for referring 
Hopkinson’s account to other officers of the department,

Dear Eric: 


Have just finished reading your latest unveiling of 
another chapter in our clouded history of Early American numismat¬ 
ics, and again I want t© congratulate you on the excellent pre¬ 
sentation: SOURCES OF EMBLEMS AND MOTTOES. 

There are two things I wish you had done, however, in 
the interest of factual evidence. First, you should have quoted 
Hastings, p. 249, which says the members of the Board stated: 
"Francis Hopkinson was not the only person consulted on these 

exhibitions of Fancy, and therefore cannot claim the sole merit 

of them" . 

If you had thus given this contradictory testimony 
(fahich probably explains the raison d’etre of the original 
facetious billing), you could not have stated without qualifi¬ 
cation, p. 1595, "No one challenged it on the merits", and p. 1598 
"Hopkinson is entitled to the credit for the original designs 
dutring the 1778-79 period." 

Secondly, I hope you will subsequently present in due 
course all of the pertinent engravings from the various 17th Cent, 
emblem hooks quoted. I presume the two best ones were those ill¬ 
ustrated. In our work with the sources of primitive painter Edward 
Hicks’ subjects, there was a frantic search for preexisting eng¬ 
ravings similar to his paintings, and everyfiody concluded he copied 
from same. But proof could not be established from such an hypo¬ 
thetical approach. Of course, your Continebtal Currency story is 
an entirely different one,- especially with Trumball’s letter of 
1875, and Wolf’s recent disclosures. 

All I am saying is, in my opinion, you ought to show 
the currency designs and mottoes side by side to the evident 
source or sources, and let the reader see for himself what elements 
the craftsman imitated for his line cuts. 

Incidently, is this a newly published fact that Jamea 
Smither signed the wood-block headpiece to the Pennsylvania 40sh. 
bill of July 20, 1775? You did not mention this under the heading 
"The Engraving Artists". See SCRAPB0OK, Dec. 1966, p. 2685. Has 
anything been published about said Smither striking Pitt tokens 
in 1766? 
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I looked over Rollo G. Silver’s new book "Typefounding 
in America, 1787-1825”, (Univ. Press of Va., 1965) to see if there 
was anything of interest in it for you, and was disappointed to 
see that he only mentioned Abel Buell’s pioneer work in this field. 

However, on p. 34 he does go into something most inter¬ 
esting, for he identifies by name a pubchcutter who worked at the 
United States Mint in 1794. Frederic Geyer was the man’s name; and 
I can find no reference to him in Don Taxay’s new volume, U.S. MINT 
AND COINAGE. Do you know anything about the said Geyer, who like 
Buell, cut punches for both printing types and coinage dies? 

In speaking of the type foundry which B. Franklin had set 
up in Philadelphia in 1786, the author quotes Isaiah Thomas as say¬ 
ing, "The implements for making roman and italic types, especially 
would not produce handsome specimens". 

Then Mr. Silver says. "To improve the design Franklin 
employed Frederic Geyer (Geiger), a German redemptioner, as 
punchcutter. Originally a mathematical instrument maker, Geyer 
Thomas says, "cut a number of punches, and made great proficiency 
as a type maker, and in the improvement of the foundry". McCollock 
was also impressed: "The stamps that Geyer cut exceeded everything 
of the kind that had appeared in America". Geyer completed the 
time for his redemption, then left the foundry for the U.S. mint 
where he worked in 1794. His interest in mechanics led him to ex¬ 
periment in perpetual motion and determination of longitude by 
lunar observation. "But", McCulloch wrote Thomas, "the perpetual 
motion turned his brain, and the lunar observations transformed 

Int « m Perately mad, he was confined in the cells 
of the Philadelphia alms house." 

Hoping the above may prove of value to you for further

I am pleased that it has added some¬ 
thing to the Franklin lore. Edwin Volf, 2nd, was very 
pleased with it end. seems to have liked the idea that I made 
him look the matter up.

To answer the points which you raised* 

1. It must be recognized that any comments of the 
Committee could have referred to any of the eight categories 
of work for which he claimed credit and therefore not nec* 
essarilv at the device for Continental Currency, ’^en mem¬ 
bers of" the Board stated that Hopkinson v?as not the only per¬ 
son consulted we must naturally conclude that e committee had 
to approve the emblems. The actual fact is that his claim w«s 
a-proved by sufficient committees to show that he was the de¬ 
veloper of the emblems. When it is said that he cannot claim 
w S ole merit*, that meant, to me, that others helped him with 
suggestions, but that he was the rimery party entitled to 
the credit. 


As to the request for wine, I believe he only wanted 
recognition? then, when they began to play technical games 
with him, he asked for the equivalent of 120 Spanish Dollars 
because the exchange rate was 60 to 1 at that time. I have 
reed all the microfilm as to his various substitute invoices. 


2. As to illustrating all of the sources and comparing 
those with the money emblems, this would be too much in the way 
of i lustration. I will illustrate two more of the emblems 
and the currency copying them in a COIN WORLD story which 
will appear this week. iany of the emblems are reversed from 
left to right and others leave out some of the artistry but, 
generally speaking, they are rether careful copies.

Thank you so much for your letter of 27 June 1991, inresponse to my 
enquiry about the South Carolina $1 banknote of October 1776. I do 
appreciate your time and trouble in this matter. I apologize for 
the delay in responding, but your letter arrived while I was away 
from Miami for several weeks. 

In recent weeks I have agreed to write a short book on the history of 
the great seal of South Carolina for the S. C. Department of Archives 
and History. This will be published in 1992 in a series on various 
aspects of South Carolina istory. In this project I shall be working 
mainly with Dr. Charles H. Lesser, Senior Historian in the Department 
of Archives and History. 

In connection with this research I would like to prevail upon your 
kindness once more, by enquiring about one of the sources you identified 
for the South Carolina currency issued in 1777 (23 December 1776 Act): 
the work mentioned in your excellent, seminal article, "Continental 
Currency and the Fugio Cent: Sources of Emblems and Mottoes," The 
Numismatist (December 1966), p. 1594. (See photocopy #1 enclosed) 

You also mention the source in The Early Paper Money of America (1990 
ed.) (See photocopy #2 enclosed) I have located a full citation for 
this emblem book (see photocopy #3) and have been trying to identify 
a holding library in the U. S., so far without success, using the 
National Union Catalog and the OCLC and RLIN databases. The only library 
that does seem to have a copy is the British (formerly British Museum) 
Library, and access to that copy would be most difficult for me at the 
present time. Therefore I am wondering whether you may have notes on 
the specific emblems in the work that were sources for the S. C. bank¬ 
notes and whether it would be possible for me to have photocopies of 
these.

Before applying other facts to these 
findings a review of Francis Ilopkinson 
claims seems timely.

Francis Ilopkinson’s 
Participation 

Francis Ilopkinson (1737-91) was 
thoroughly educated and broadly ex¬ 
perienced. He had capabilities as an 
artist, poet, song writer, musician, 
lawyer, essayist, economist, church¬ 
warden, educator, classicist, etc. He 
was vivacious, genteel, ingenious, trust¬ 
worthy and accurate according to his 
contemporaries.-* He had been a signer 
of the March 21, 1771 issue of Pennsyl¬ 
vania bills of credit. He was familiar 
with heraldry and participated in de¬ 
signing the seals for the American 
Philosophical Society in 1770 and the 
State Seal of New Jersey in 1776. He 
was elected to the Continental Congress 



from New Jersey on June 21, 1776 and 
came to Philadelphia on June 28, 1775 
These dates are significant in that he 
was not even connected with the Conti 
nental Congress when the 11 emblems 
and mottoes were placed on the May 
10, 1775 issue and when the 2 emblems 
and mottoes were placed on the Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1776 issue. Among other ap¬ 
pointments he was added to the Com¬ 
mittee on the Treasury on September 
30, 1776 and was selected as Treasurer 
of Loans on July 27, 1778. 

His service in the Treasury depart¬ 
ment was at a time when nine new 
emblems and mottoes were used. It has 
been shown that two of these were 
taken from prior sources leaving seven 
which were newly developed. 

On May 25, 1780 Ilopkinson sent a 
letter* (see on next page) to the Board 
of Admiralty as he was Commissioner 
of the Continental Navy Board from 
November 18, 1776 until August, 1778. 
In revising his list of accomplish¬ 
ments, in an effort to have this bill 
allowed as a claim for 87200 instead of 
wine, the words "7 Devices for the Con¬ 
tinental Currency" were clarified fur¬ 
ther as "Seven Devices with Mottoes 
for former Emissions of the Continen¬ 
tal Currency." The last of the seven 
emissions dated January 14, 1779 had 
boon authorized November 29, 1779 and 
thus that 1779 issue was included as 
one of the "former emissions." 

The reference to “The Borders, Orna¬ 
ments & Checks for the new Conti¬ 
nental Currency now in the Press,” hav¬ 
ing been made on May 25, 1780, was to 
the first of the state issues guaranteed 
by the United States under the March 
18, 1780 Resolution of the Continental 
Congress. These issues were then being 
printed by Hall & Sellers in Phila¬ 
delphia who were the printers of all 
Continental Currency. New Hampshire, 
Virginia and Massachusetts had already 
approved the guaranteed state issues on 
April 29, 1780, May 1, 1780 and May 5, 
1780 respectively, and five more states 
were soon to approve. On April 20, 
1780 Oliver Ellsworth and Francis Kin- 
loch had been authorized by Congress 
to expedite the preparation of the 
March 18, 1780 Resolution bills and hav¬ 
ing regulated the shape and ornaments 
were discharged by Congress on July 3,
